The amendments submitted in Ne­ 
braska were no better 
than 
those 
put up to 
the 
Missouri electorate, 
nor was tho need for them any more 
urgent. It is a safe guess 
also that 
Nebraska Toters as a class are no 
more studious or public spirited thau 
those of Missouri, but the political 
leaders there may be more resource­ 
ful—at least, they- seem to have de­ 
vised a plan for what we may term 
‘ neutralizing the apathy.” 
It was worked out thus: 
Provis­ 
ions for amending the constitutions 
were much the same in both states. 
lf a voter failed 
to 
vote for ail 
amendment his vote counted against 
it, and so in Nebraska, 
as in Mis­ 
souri, it ^ a s found next to impossi­ 
ble to make a change in the organic 
law-, no 
m atter 
how- 
badly 
such 
change might be needed.

come this difficulty the Nebraska leg­ 
islature passed a law- 
to

that if a political party-

ment. The act was beld to be valid. 
and In the last election it was tried 
out, with most gratifying results.

Tour thinking for you and save you 
the trouble.” It may he considered 
something of a reflection on i>opular 
government, but it is

the “short ballot.”

TRIP THROUGH DARDANELLES 


New Light Thrown on the 
Famous 
Raid of Italian W a r Vessels 
on Turkish Forts. 


Rome.- C orrade Zoli, the war cor 
respondent of ll Seeolo of Milan, who 
is now In Rome, has cleared up the 
m ystery surrounding the raid made 
through the D ardanelles on the night 
af July 18-19. by six Italian torpedo 
boats, of which, according to T urkish 
reports, th ree were, and according to 
italian 
reports, not only 
was none 
;unk, but the flotilla actually engaged 
he T urkish fleet beyond Kilid Rahr- 
Chanak. 
Signor Zoli finds, after examining 
Hie reports of Admiral Yiale and Com­ 
m ander Millo, that the flotilla never 
same within striking distance of the 
Turkish fleet, and th a t its approach 
was first discovered by the vedettes 
an the Serril Rahr fort, near the en- 
.rance, th at although there was no 
Italian loss the flotilla never got much 
farther, and th a t T urkish gunners on 
shore if they struck anything must 
have hit th eir own destroyers. 
In his 
article, Signor Zoli says: 
“C om m ander Millo said that when 
tie reached the second cable under th* 
Baikouch Tope battery, 
the 
Spica 
stopped, and that this stop perm itted 
him to observe the w ater space be 
yond the narrow s. 
Ry looking at th* 
plan it will be seen th a t this water 
space is the Ray of Chanak. 
From 
this point the com m ander w atched the 
firing from the H am azieh battery, and 
considered it impossible to pass the 
zone of action com m anded by this bat 
tery w ithout sacrificing all the squad 
ron. and therefore gave the order to 
return. 
T herefore the tru th is that 
fhe Italian torpedo boats did not pass 
beyond the Kilid Rahr-Chanak line. 
“ In the report of C om m ander Millo 
there is one certainly involuntary in 
exactitude— his 
persuasion 
th at 
he 
law th e T urkish fleet and that he was 
fired on by it. 
If he did not pass the 
Kilid R ahr-Chanak line, he could not 
have seen the T urkish fleet anchored 
in the Ray of N agara. and m ost eel* 
tainly he could not have been fired on 
by it. 
T he T u rk ish fleet did not fire 
i single cannon. 
“R ut it is clear th a t C om m ander 
Millo was misled by 
th e 
num erous 
steam ships and by two or th ree I ur- 
kish torpedo boats anchored in the 
Bay of C hanak; it was probably these 
vessels that, hidden in the d arkness 
of the night and the shadow’s of the 
num erous searchlights w ere m istaken 
for the opposing fleet, and he could 
easily have m istaken for the guns of 
this fleet the guns fired from H am a­ 
zieh and C hanak Kalessl. 
“T h ere is nothing stran g e or inad­ 
missible in this explanation, given the 
conditions of tim e and the nervous 
tension produced on all 
It is even 
more possible when we think that 
a 
high personage of the m inistry of m a­ 
rine’ furnished one of the m ost im ­ 
portant new spapers with a sketch m ap 
of the raid in which 
th e 
Bay of 
C hanak was confounded with N agar. 
placing C hanak on th e o th er side of 
the narro w s and fixing the anchorage 
of the T urkish fleet exactly in this 
Ray of C hanak 
w here C om m ander 
Millo thought he saw’ them ’’

If the Am erican tourist carries his 
cam era to Europe with him he must 
be careful to avoid photographing per­ 
sons, private property and particular­ 
ly governm ent buildings, forts, docks 
and ships without permission. 
Many 
tourists have got 
them selves 
into 
much trouble in this way. especially in 
Russia, w here the restrictions are un­ 
usually rigid and in G erm any, also. 
A few years ago G erm any passed a 
special bill through the reichstag deal­ 
ing w’ith this m atter and imposing 
heavy penalties upon those who in 
fringe the regulations. 
Dam ages to 
the am ount of $1,500, with a fine of 
$250f or two m onths' im prisonm ent. 
will henceforth be the fate of anyone 
who snapshots a private person, a 
work of art or the interior of a pri­ 
vate building and circulates or pub 
lishes the picture without permission 
P ersons in the public eye, such as 
m em bers of the royal family, states 
men, actors and well known divines, 
a re excepted. So, too, are public build 
ings and w orks of art in public gal­ 
leries 
In Portugal the authorities are cu 
riously suspicious. 
A gentlem an re­ 
cently w rote to a London paper say­ 
ing that he was arrested for snapping 
the royal palace in Cintra. 
It is pos­ 
sible, however, th a t under the new 
P ortuguese regim e the palaces 
will 
no longer be held so sacred. 
In Italy the cam era of the tourist is 
m ade the m eans of providing revenue 
for that som ew hat im poverished coun­ 
try. 
If you carry your cam era when 
on a visit to Pompeii or others of the 
recently excavated ruins you may take 
as m any photographs as you please, 
but you are forced to pay a small fee 
for each plate exposed. 
Film s are now obtainable in every 
large city of Europe, and in many 
sm aller ones, so it is not necessary to 
carry a large supply, but a develop­ 
ing tank is advisable. 
W ith it one 
can develop anyw here in daylight, and 
m ake sure before leaving a locality 
just w hat his results are. 
S tandard 
chem icals for tank developm ent can 
also be obtained in stores w here films 
of A m erican sizes are kept in stock. 
so o n e needs only to provide against 
possible need in small towns.
